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STOCK EXCHANGE 
CLEANING HOUSE 


Stringent Rules Because 


of Hocking Collapse. 


Specialists on the Exchange Are 
Limited in Their Activities by 
the New Rules—General Be- 


gun a Policy of Reform. 


New York, March 30.—Recent oc- 


ecurrences on the New York stock ex- 
change, notably the collapse of the 
Hocking pool, caused the governors to 
adopt a number of new rules today to 
be enforced beginning April 4. 

The first sets forth “that the taking 
or carrying of a speculative account or 
the making of a speculative transac- 
tion, in which a clerk of the exchange, 
or of a member of the exchange, or of 
a bank, trust company, banker, insur- 
ance company, or moneyed corporation, 
is directly or indirectly interested, un- 
less the written consent of the em- 
ployer has been obtained, shall be 
deemed an act detrimental] to the in- 
terest and welfare of the exchange.” 

Another resolution sets forth “that 
every member of the exchange is re- 
quired to use due diligence to learn 
the essential facts relating to every 
account accepted by himself or by his 
clerks or iepresentatives, and also re- 
lating to the possible use of a name 
for the account other than that of the 
party interested.” 

A third resolution sets forth that 
the recognized quotation on stock 
“shall be ‘public bids. and offers on lots 
of 100 shares,” and buyers of stocks 
are compelled to buy any or all of 
small lots offered at the time of a bid 
for a larger lot, up to the price offered 
for the larger lot. 

In other words, the governors desire 
to prevent a broker purchasing a 
stated amount of stock while smaller 
lots offered at a lower figure are re- 
fused. 

The so-called specialist on tho eéx- 
change is limited in his activities by 
another rerolution, and other safe- 
guards and reforms are inaugurated. 
The general belief is that the stock 
exchange is drawing a lesson from 
flascos of late, and is “reforming.”

with the constitution of the United 
States and the national laws. 
Says Sentence Was Too Long. 


It is said that the potnt will be 
made that Morse’s sentence of fifteen 
years is five years in excess of the 
time prescribed by law, and that this 
will render the entire sentence void. 

The statute quoted in support of this 
is section 6209, of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States, which provides, 
in substance, that any person who mis- 
applies funds or makes false entries 
in books of a bank, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor: and section 4210, which 
provides that a person so guilty of 
misdemeanor shall be punished by im- 
prisonment of not less than five years 
Or more than ten years. 

Why Sentence May Be Void. 

Morse was convicted on fifty-two 
counts, but he was sentenced on one 
Only; and, as his sentence its fifteen 
years—five years more than the time 
stated in the law—1it will, therefore, be 
claimed that the sentence is vold. 

It is also claimed that one of the 
jurors,. Dewey by name, 
Morse’s case, had been, prior to the 
trial, and was at the time of the trial, 
and fs at present, hopelessly demented. 
It is claimed that this fact being un- 
disputed, shows that Morse was not 
afforded a constitutional trial composed 
of a judge and twelve jurors, but that 
the tribunal was defective, under the 
constitution, and that Morse is entitled 
to attack the judgment as having been 
rendered for want of jurisdiction. 

Other Points That Will Be Made. 

It is further claimed that the pri- 
vate paid agents of the attorney gen- 
eral’'s office, who had worked .up the 
case against Morse, were made the 
custodians of the jury during the trial, 
and that as such, by virtue of their 
very position, as well as by circum- 
stances which will be shown later, the 
constitutional trial by an impartial 
jury was not accorded to Morse. 

When Mr. Littleton was asked 
whether these contentions would be 
made On the return on the habeas cor- 
pus, he declined to make a definite 
statement.

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TAFT ASKS CANADA 
TO A CONFERENCE 


To Discuss Closer Trade 
Relations--Tariff Dis- 
pute Settled. 


Washingten, March 30.—Following 
the proclamation of a complete tariff 
agreement with Canada today, it was 
announced that President Taft has in- 
vited the Dominion government offi- 
clals to a cunference looking to closer 
trade relations between the two coun- 
tries and tu a general readjustment of 
duties. 

What the president hopes its that the 
conference may result in a complete 
readjustment of the tariff rates be- 
tween the two countries without either 
abandoning its national economic pol- 
icy. 

President Taft from the first did not 
hesitate to let it be krown that he 
would go a long way to avoid a tariff 
war with Canada. Such a war, he be- 
lieved, would fall heavily upon Amer- 
ican interests and manufactures. 

President Taft made the proposition 
that Canala will be absolved from ‘“un- 
due” discrimination against the United 
States and be given the minimum rates 
of the Payne-Aldrich law if this coun- 
try were given a 2% per cent reduc- 
tion on the articles with which Amer- 
ican firms compete with the “favored 
nations” in the Canadian markets. The 
Dominion government finally agreed to 
this, and it was on these terms that 
the settlement was reached. 

Thus, while the reductions actually 
apply only to something Uke 3 -per 
cent of American exports to Canada, 
the large part of tne exports are in 
non-competitive classes where Amer- 
ica should have the market anyway. 

Canada cvnceded 13 numbers to the 
United States, the thirteenth being a 
“basket” or omnibus clause, which in- 
cludes a host of articles, among which 
cotton seed oil is one of the heaviest 
exports.

Cottonseed flour 1s no more than 
very choice cottonseed meal, finely 
ground and carefully bolted, and there 
are no secrets or mysteries either in 
its manufacture or use. In breads re- 
quiring to be Kneaded, the cottonseed 
fiour, being practically without gluten, 
a sufficient quantity of wheat flour

4—The player will also be required 
to pay a fine of $200 for his. violation 
of rule 47 of the national commission, 
and $300 additiona! for his violation 
of that rule in open defiance of a ao- 


tiee from the commission not to do Bu. ' 


5—That neither the Chicago club no, 
any other club or person connected 
with organized baseball will be per- 
mitted, either directly or indirectly, to 
reimburse the player for the fines in- 
filicted in this finding, and a violation 
of thig condition will be followed by 
a most severe penalty against the of- 
fending party. 

6—The party will be required to pay 
the fines herein Inflicted to the secre- 
tary of the national commission be- 
fore he becomes eligible to participate 
in any game in organized baseball.

The figures show that the curtail- 
ment im progress not only in the south 
but in all sections of the country, both 
north and south, is more extensive 
and dragtic than has ever been known 
in the history of the trade, even tak- 
ing imto consideration the panic year 
of 1907. 

The greatest curtailment comes 
among the yarn milis, although re- 
striction of production among weav- 
ing mills is greater than ever before. 
Mill after mill is closing down entire- 
ly, until new cotton arrives or mar- 
ket conditions improve, while, with 
the majority of others the amount of 
curtailment varies from 20 to 100 per 
cent, with many mills running on or- 
ders only. The following are the per- 
centages of spindles idle by states: 

Alabama, 36 per cent; South Carolina, 
31 per cent; North Carolina, 49 per 
cént; Georgia, 30 per cent; Tennessee, 
80 per cent; Virginia, 60 per cent; Mis- 
sissippi, 63 per cent. 

Figures for the New England states 
have not been completed.

WAS HIS OWN LAWYER

N. T. Bostick Acquitted of the 
Charge of Cheating and 
Swindling. 


N. T. Bostick, of Dexter, Ga., was ac- 
quitted yesterday in the city criminal 
court on the charge of cheating and 
Calvin Shelverton out of 
$119.46.

Running Sketch Showing Long 
Strides Made by This Model 
Mountain City. |

Something over ten years ago I was 
in Gainesville. For the first time 
since then, I paid a flying 
visit to Gainesville the other 
day and the sight that greeted 
my gaze could not have rejoiced me 
moré if I head owned the town. The 
sight was a frevolation, The little 
town of a few thousand then, is now 
a city of upwards of 10,000. She has 
literally pujled on her séven-league 
boots and outdistanced the best, and 
even the biggest cities of Georgia and 
the south, things being equal, of 
course, in growth. Where is the town 
of less than 6,000 that has more than 
doubled its population within ten 
years? Where ig the city, from Rich- 
mond te New Orleans, that has done 
av? Why, even. Atlanta, glthough shé

Knowing Gainesville so well, I saw 
at once the features of progress that 
have marked her marvelous growth in 
the past decade, and note with pleas- 
ure that they are of dne of the most 
solid and substantial character. She 
has the wisdom that builds for the fu- 
ture, and every public improvement 
within her limits would do lasting 
credit to any city of ten times her 
population.

In sketching the great industrial im- 
provements, there is the giant cotton 
factory at New Holland, and a $200,000 
cotton factory near the depot.

CAUGHT IN TOILS 


High Pittsburg: Official 
Has Been Indicted. 


Dr. Walters, Director of Public 
Health and Charities, Is Ac- 
cused of Receiving $1,000 
Bribe—Fifteen Other Coun-- 
cilmen Indicted. 


Pittsburg, March 30.—Dr. E. R. 
Walters, former president of select 
council, who is now director of public 
health and charities. was indicted to- 
day as the alleged recipient of $1,000 in 
bribe money, and fifteen other rormer 
selectmen were named in tne grand 
jury's report today as having received 
amounts from $600 to $260. The in- 
dictments make a total of ninety-one 
in three reports by the grand jury 
within two weeks, and there are more 
to come, says District Attorney Wil- 
Mam A. Blakely. 

To this the inquisitorial body had 
before it today thirty mvre officials, 
directors and employees of the six 
banks s'leged to hava paid money to 
obtain an ordinance naming them as 
city depositories. There were also 
four local express agents before the 
grand jury, which is seeking now to 
trace the $46,000 which was sent or 
taken to New York to be passed over 
there to former Councilman Charles 
Stewart. : 

T. H. Given, president of the Farm- 
ers’ Deposit National bank, and Pres- 
ident Emil Winter, of the Working- 
men's Savings bank, were among those 
who testified -briefly. The progress of 
the grand jury in its probe for the 
“men higher up” was still undisclosed 
today, but it is 
being made. and that the naming of 
bigger men is certain to come soon. 

The indictment of 
selectmen today was based upon the 
confession of Stewart that he had dls- 
tributed to these sixteen men $12,000 
to buy their votes in favor of the 
bank ordinance. 

The grand jury will 
again tomorrow. , 

John F. Klein, whose confession let 
loose all recent developments in the 
graft scandal, went off meekly to the 
western penitentiary to serve a three- 
and-a-half-year sentence. 


CROCKETT WAS MISSING; 
HE*RETURNS TO EXPLAIN 


He Says He Left Atlanta to Get 
Some Rest and 
Quiet. 


For the purpose of denying reports 
that domestic unhappiness caused him 
to leave his wife and family eight days 
ago, without .a word of explanation, 
Edward Y. Crockett; the South ‘Forsyth 
street contractor, builder and automo- 
bile man, returned to Atlanta yester- 
Gay morning. _ 

Mr. Crockett received a Constitution 
reporter-im hid hémhe, tat 245 South 
Pryor street at night, and, in the pres- 
ence of Mrs. Crockétt and little daugh- 
ter, explained his absence. 

Pressure of business affairs, which 
taxed hig health to the extent of al- 
most nervous prostration, Mr. Crockett 
said, caused him to break away and 
seek rest and quiet. When he reached 
the depot he boarded a train for New 
Orleans, because it happenéd to be 
the first outgoing train, and spent the 
time there in a quiet hotel. 

“IT left no note of farewell to my 
wife,” said Mr. Crockett, “as published 
accounts have stated. My domestic 
life has always been most happy. it 
was purely On account of my health 
and business affairs that I left, and 
I have returned to correct a false im- 
pression. I intend to take a rest of 
Several months in an effort to regain 
my health, after which I will again 
take up my business affairs. I love 
Atlanta, and will continue to make it 
my home with Mrs. Crockett.”

in.American politics and decline a second term in the interest of 


| Roosevelt. 


In politics, of course, nothing is certain and prophecy is futile. 
If the presidential election occurred in the approaching autumn, it 
would be plainer sailing to forecast results. If surface indications 
count for anything, the president. would stand little chance of re- 
election in the face of the demoralization that splits the republicans 
into factions seemingly irreconcilable. 3 

But who can tell what the forthcoming year or two will bring 
forth? Aroused by increasing evidences of national disappoint- 
ment and intra-party hostility, Mr. Taft may develop a measure 
of aggressiveness and decision sufficient to defeat the reactionary 
wing of his Own party, and reinforce the national confidence now 
perceptibly impaired. 

If, within eighteen months, he cannot achieve this rehabilita- 
immediate future be dynamic- with 
The question’ would then arise—can even Roose- 
velt save the republicans ? 

In, this connection, Ray Stannard Baker contributes to the 
current, American. Magazine an interesting study of the national 
political situation, with Roosevelt as the pivotal figure. He con- 
cedes due recognition to the ‘overwhelming influence of this re- 
inarkable man, but goes on to show that since Roosevelt’s de- 
parture from America, public sentiment has progressed in leaps 
and bounds.

Will the alert status 
ot public opinion affect a situation already complicated beyond the 
intuition of the most astute? 


UNEARNED INCREMENT IN AMERICA. 


Commenting recently in The Constitution upon the almost in- 
credibly rapid increase in value of city property in America, Davis 
Y. Thomas, of the University of Arkansas, argues that eventually 
the people of this country will insist upon the enactment of some 
’ that proposal in the 
British budget which drove the long-negligent house of lords into 
open revolt. 

Such a national innovation is by no means improbable. The 
expenses of government mount inevitably, as population increases 
and as expanding public intelligence enlarges the scOpe and activ- 
ities of governmental functions. 

If trom no other source than the necessity of providing for 
the increased cost of governmental administration, the voters of 
America would be inclined to regard the unearned increment tax 
with investigating eyes. 

When to this impulse would be added a recognition of the in- 
herent equity of the tax, it is possible we would reenact in this 
country the interesting and widespread controversy even now en- 
listing the attention of Great Britain. 

If you huy a piece of property and sell it a year or two thence 
at two or three times its purchase price—that big difference is the 
“unearned increment.” Economists use the term “unearned,” ar- 
guing that the holder of the property advanced its value by no 
energy or activity of-his own., He simply sat down, paid taxes and 
waited results. The increase in the value of the property was the 
work of the combined and automatic energies and activities of the 
community. Therefore, runs the contention, the comnrunity should 
share in the dividends it helped to create. : 

The progress of this experiment in taxation will depend large- 
ly upon the effect of its operation in Great Britain, should the pub- 
lic ultimately sanction a trial. Opponents have charged that it is 
“revolutionary” and “confiscatory.”’ 

The people of America may be relied upon to reject any poli- 
cies to which these objections may legitimately be made. But if 
the unearned increment pans out as well in practice as it. does in 
theory, the adoption in America of some ong of its variations ap- 
pears inevitable. : :

MAY BE EXPUNGED! 
House May Erase From Records| 


Secret Service 
Matter. 


Washington, March 30.—Representa- 
tive Bennet, of New York, took steps 
today to have erased from the records 
of the house one of theeseverest re- 
bukeg ever administered to a president 
by congressional action. 

He introduced a resolution to ex- 
punge the report of the special com- 
mittee of which the late Representa- 
tive Perkins was chairman, which 
caused to be laid on the table of the 
house certain sections of one of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's messages relating to 
the secret service. 

The message was interpreted as 
containing direet reflections upon the 
integrity of the members of the house 
in that the former president defended 
his action in using secret agents to 
ferret out the acts of certain house 
members. The Bennet resolution was 
sent to the committée on rules. 

By some members the effort to ex- 
punge from the record the action of 
the house in tabling the president's ut- 
terances on this subject is taken as an 
indication that republicans of New 
York state are planning to rally under 
the leaderrhip of Colonel Roosevelt as 
soon as he emerges from the African 
wilds and his European tour,

Georgian Explains His Ob- 


jections to.Certain Pro- 
visions of Measure. 


Washington, March 30.—(Special.)— 
Judge Adamson has issued the follow- 


ing statement: 


“Press dispatches erroneously tell 
the country, that Mr. Adamson, of 
Georgia, opposes. government regula- 
tion of stocks and bonds and preven- 
tion of competing lines consolidating. 
This error must have emanated from 
some person opposed to Mr. Adamson’s 
position for the reason that he does 
not understand it and is consequently 
unable to state it. Mr. Adamson is 
very decidedly:in favor ef competition 
and is¢-very much in favor of govern- 
mental . regulation of public service 
corporations. He .is also in favor of 
parental control of children, but with 
the limitation that: parents should con- 
trol ‘their own children and pot the 
children of other’ people. . Each gov- 
ernment, whether federal or state, 
should see to it that every artificial 
person it generates’ is~ honestly or- 
ganized and honestly conducted. 

‘It, is not the business of the fed- 
eral government to charter corpora- 
tions, but if it does charter one, it Is 
responsible to the people for it. The 
internal and. financial concerns of the 
corporation should be honestly man- 
aged in the interests of safe business 
transactions and this should be looked 
after by the government which cre- 
ates the corporation. That is a mat- 
ter entirely different, however, to the 
regulation by the federal government 
of rates and practices of transporta- 
tion in intérstate commerce. That 
power depends in no respect on ow'ner- 
ship of property, conditions of com- 
petition, amount of capital stock or 
indebtedness, but is an absolute power 
to be exercised according to the facts 
in each case to compel reasonable and 
just practices and charges. 

‘The inguisitorial provisions of the 
administration. bill looking to controll- 
ing the question of competition and 
the matter of stocks and bonds are 
confessedly not in aid of regulating 
transportation, but are acknowledged 
by the authors to be intended for the 
purpose of taking care of investments 
and providing methods by which con- 
solidation can be legalized under a 
court judgment and the manipulation 
of stocks and bonds made secure in 
the hands of the present holders un- 
der legal sanction. 

“The commerce court is but a neces- 
sarv incident to the program which 
will virtually nullify the anti-trust 
law, at least enable the court by con- 
struction to except from its penalties 
the chief violators. An insurmount- 
able objection to the bill is that it was 


i prepared by the executive department 


and congress ordered to accept it. 

“Whether realized or not by 
putative authors of the admin 
tion bill in the house and senate, the 
country will soon discover that the 
provisions of the bill referred to were 
drawn in the interest of the ‘reaction- 
aries’ and are being pressed in this 
bill because it appears impossible to 
secure a federal incorporation law at 
this time.”
